BOARD REJECTS 

PROPOSALS FOR 
SAVING $8700 
ON SCHOUL JOBS 


Decides Against Des- 
- ~gau’s Plan to Have 


Maintenance Projects | 


Done by Private 
Contractors. 


The Board of Education de- 
cided last night to spend $8750 
more on two school maintenance 
projects than its acting building 
commissioner said was neces- 


sary. 

Harold E. Dessau produced 
job cost figures to show that it 
would cost $8750 more to have 
school board employes do work 
which he proposed to have pri- 
vate contractors do. 

After hearing Dessau’s figures 
and a contradictory set offered 
by board member Donald L. 
Carpenter, members said they 
were confused and voted to re- 
ject the private contracts. 

On Dessau’s proposal to have 
blackboards in 14 schools resur- 
faced by a Detroit firm at a sav- 
ing to the taxpayers of $8000, 
the board voted five to five. The 
tie meant that the proposal to 
award the contract was de- 
feated. 

Mrs. Friede Changes Vote. 

The vote at first was six to 
four in favor of awarding the 
contract, but Mrs. Irma _ H. 
Friede changed her yes vote to 
no when she saw that it could 
change the outcome. 

On Dessau’s proposal to have 
guttering repaired and replaced 
at Central High School by a St. 
Louis firm at a saving of $750 
to the taxpayers, the board 


voted eight to two to reject the | 


contract. 

To support his contention that 
the private contractor could do 
‘the work , Dessau of- 
of a study of 
the cost of having board em- 
pioyes resurface the blackboards 
‘in 16 schools in 1957 and 1958. 
_ The cost-was 53 cents a square 
foot, he said. The Detroit firm 
‘proposed to do the work for 33 
‘cents a square foot. 
| Carpenter produced figures 
‘which he claimed showed that 
board employes had done the 
work for 30 cents a square foot. 

Dessau’s Explanation. 

Dessau pointed out that Car- 
‘penter’s figures were based on 
the total number of square feet 
of blackboard in “the schools, 
while Dessau’s figures were 
based on the actual number of 
square feet resurfaced. Not all 
the blackboards in the 16 schools’ 
were resurfaced, he explained. 

A similar debate ensued re- 
garding the guttering work, with 
James F. Morrell leading the at- 
tack on Dessau’s figures. 

Voting to reject the blackboard 
contract were Mrs. Friede, Car- 
penter, Michael J. Hart, Morrell 
and Board President H. Lee 
Bruns. 3 

Voting to award the work to 
the private contractor were Alex

WASHINGTON, Jan. 13 (AP) 
—Outbreaks of influenza have 
been reported in nine states, 
with confirmation of Asian flu 
in four, Secretary of Welfare 
/rthur S. Flemming said yes- 
terday. 

Flemming told a news confer- 
ence the states which have had 
outbreaks are Texas, Tennessee, 
Kentucky, Ohio, Michigan, Cali- 
fornia, Nevada, Utah and Ha- 
waii. Dr. John Porterfield of the 
Public Health Service identified 
the states where the Asian strain 
has been confirmed as Tennés- 
see, Ohio, Michigan and Hawaii. 

Flemming said the disease gen- 
erally is relatively mild this 
winter.

All Ordered Segre- 
gated as ‘Protection 
to Society’—One Was 
‘Man of the Year.’ 


NEW YORK, Jan. 13 (UPI)— 
Prison sentences were imposed 
on delegates to the 1957 Apa- 
lachin gangland convention today 
“to segregate them as a protec- 
tion to society.” 

In what is regarded as the 
toughest crackdown on organ- 
ized interstate crime since the 
Capone era, United States Dis- 
trict Judge Irving R. Kaufman 


pronounced sentences ranging 


from three years to the maxi- 
mum penalty of five years for 
20 alleged syndicate leaders who 
refused to tell why they met in 
upstate New York. All were con- 
victed last month of a conspiracy 
of silence to obstruct justice. 

“They all hid behind their 
cloak of respectability which. 
acted as a facade shielding 
their underworld connections,” 
Judge Kaufman said. 

“They .show a propensity for 
a career of crime. It is my duty 
as a judge to segregate them as 
a protection to society. Their 
chances of rehabilitation are ex- 
tremely poor and I feel that seg- 
regation is essential.” 

Buffalo ‘Man of. Year.’ 


One'-of the defendants, John 
C. Montana of Buffalo, N.Y., had 
been chosen ‘“‘man of the year’ 
in his home city in 1956. Kauf- 
man charged he led “a double 
life and . . . had been un- 
der suspicion by. authorities for a 
number of years.” Montana was 
sentenced to four years’ impris- 
onment_and fined the maximum 
—$10,000. 

Ten of ‘the 20 convicted dele- 
gates got the maximum con- 
spiracy penalty allowed by fed- 
eral law — five years in prison 
and $10,000 fine. 


Among those receiving the 
maximum sentence was Simone 
Scozzari, 61 years old, of Rose- 
mead, Calif., who was delayed 
in Baltimore by bad weather and 
arrived three hours after his co- 
defendants had been sentenced. 

The case was without prece- 
dent. 

The judge said that the pre- 
sentence report by the United 
States Probation Service ‘‘reads 
like a tale of horrors.’”’ He de- 
scribed the men as criminals 
who spent most of their lives in 


anti-social activities and ‘‘who 


think that the laws of this coun- 
try were made for the next fel- 
low.”

Most Economical to 
Build and Would 
Serve Greatest Num- 
ber of People, Com- 
mission, Says. 


The most northerly of three 
general routes proposed for In- 
terstate Route 44 between Sylvan 
Beach on the Meramec river and 
downtown St. Louis has been 
unanimously selected by the Mis- 
souri. Highway Commission, _ it 
was announced laie vesterday in 
Jefferson City. 


The route chosen is the com- 
bination “‘A” route in the St. 
Louis county portion and the No. 
1 route for the city stretch. 

In announcing its selection, 
the commission said the pro- 
posed route would be the short- 
est and most economical to build 
and would serve adequately the 
greatest number of people. 

From Sylvan Beach, where it 
will intersect the proposed cir- 
cumferential route around the 
metropolitan area, the route se- 
lected generally follows an align- 
ment near the combined city lim- 
its of Sunset Hills and Kirkwood 
from Geyer road to Lindbergh 
boulevard thence along the north 
edge of Sunset Hills, opposite 
Meacham Park and near the 
west city limits of Crestwood. 
It also is near the city limits 
dividing Kirkwood and Oakland 
at Holmes avenue.

, WASHINGTON, Jan. 13 — El- 
wood R. Quesada, administrator 
of the Federal Aviation Agency, 
appeared before the Senate Com- 
merce Committee’s aviation sub- 
committee again today. He is 
testifying in support of his 
charges that special interest 
groups were jeopardizing ~ safe 
public air transport by their op- 
position to his strict enforcement 
of safety regulations. 

The subcommittee is trying to 
determine» why the number of 
1959 air transport fatalities estab- 
lished a record. 

“It is only the minority who do 
not comply with safety regula- 
tions,’’ Quesada told the Senators. 
in reporting on the. first year of 
the new agency’s. operation. 

“A policy of weak enforce- 
ment, with favoritism to the ir- 
responsible few who complain 
the loudest, would quickly under- 
mine compliance by the respon-| 
sible majority.-A policy of firm 
and fair enforcement without 
favoritism strengthens the nor- 
mal inclination of the great 
majority who give their. volun- 
tary co-operation and adher- 
ence.” 

Hearing Room Crowded. 

The hearing room was.crowded 
to capacity and the walls were 
lined with standing spectators as 
Senator A. S. (Miké) Monroney 
(Dem:), Oklahoma, subcommit- 
tee chairman, opened today’s 
session. 

Continuing questions beginning 
yesterday about-some of last 
year’s nine fatal passenger trans- 
port crashes, he asked for in- 
formation about the speed with 
which, the FAA program for in- 
stallation of instrument landing 
systems and high intensity light- 
ing as pilot aids is going for- 
ward. 

Quesada réplied that about 
$145,000,000 was being spent in 
the current fiscal year and con- 
curred ‘with Monroney in his 
statement of the importance of 

. such equipment. Monroney 
pointed out that federal grants 
provided 75 per cent of the cost 
and that the remaining 25 per 
cent also might be provided by 
the FAA and charged against fu- 
ture federal allocations.

Another letter to, Mrs. George

Flemming told a press confer- 
ence the coun¢il had established 
a small, temporary full-time 
technical staff to expedite. the 
development of recommenda- 
tions. The staff was appointed 
“within the last few weeks,” he 
added. 


A working group of senior | 
technical representatives of each | 


of the federal agencies repre- 
sented on the council was ap- 
pointed shortly after the council 
was created to initiate work on 
the problem. 

The working group, meeting 
once a week, has been directed 
to confer with the National 
Academy of Science and the Na- 
tional Committee on Radiation 
Protection and Measurement, a 
scientific organization whose

Flemming said he could not 
say exactly. when -the council’s 
recommendations will be ready 
for the President. The council 
| has held three meetings since it 
was set up uhder an executive 
order issued last Aug, 14 by Mr.

The question of standards of 
radiation safety has assumed 
special significance because an 
international scientific group has 
recommeded: maximum permis- 
sible limits substantially lower 
‘than those of the national com- 
mittee.

Flemming reported also on 
progress made by. his depart- 
ment in intensifying its activity 
in, the field of radiological 
health. President Eisenhower di- 
rected the department to expand 
its programs at the same time 
that he set up the new radiation 
council. 

*  Aceomplishments Listed. 

P rinci pal accomplishments, 
some of which Flemming said 
had been planned in advance of 
the president’s order, included: 
opening of two new federal radi- 
ation laboratories; an increase 
in the cost of radiation re- 
search projects from $2,000,000 
last .year to. about $5,500,000 in 
the current fiscal year; prepara- 
tion for a new publication be- 
ginning March 1, consolidatig 
all information on environmental 
radiation, and completion of 
plans for a number of new radia- 
tion programs. 

One major plan calls for ex- 
pansion of the present network 
of 12 stations checking milk sup- 
plies for strontium-90. Flem- 
ming said it was hoped to have 
60 stations in operation by June 
30. The projected system would 
include every major milkshed in 
the country. 

Flemming reported that the 
latest findings of the Food and 
Drug Administration in its con- 
tinuing study of radioactivity in 
foods showed levels of stron- 
tium-90 were within the safety

NIKE HERCULES anti-aircraft missiles with nuclear war- 
heads are destined for South Korea. 


Official announcement of the program for adding atomic mis- 


siles to the South Korean defense system probably will be made 


within the next few weeks. 
later this year. 

Officials of the United States 
Eighth Army and the United Na- 
tions Command in Korea have 
emphasized the need for missile 
defense against hundreds of Red 


jet warplanes believed to be 
based in Communist North Ko- 
rea and adjacent Red China.

In a message read last night 
at an emergency meeting of the 
American Jewish Congress, Mr. 
Eisenhower said that when bigot- 

“becomes rampant it can 
cause the destruction of freedom 
and decency everywhere.” 

“In this age, when so much 
is expected and required of 
America, we can ill afford to 
waste a single day combating 
bigotry or prejudice at home,” 
the President declared. 

The message was addressed to 
the National Conference of Chris- 
tians and Jews in reply to a 
telegram last Thursday from 
representatives of the Protestant, 
Catholic and Jewish faiths. They 
voiced concern over the threat of 
religious bigotry in‘ politics and 
the anti-Semitic outbreaks. 

IN A NOTE READ at the 
meeting, a White House. aid, 
Gefald D. Morgan, said: ‘Like 


you, the President has been con- 


cerned about the recent outbreak 
of religious intolerance and 
views it with deep loathing.”

Soviet Plan in Pacific May Be 
Reconnaissance Satellite Tests 


Moscow Announcement Discounted 
Since First Long-Range Missile 


Shots Were Made 


There Long Ago. 


By JOSEPH ALSOP 


WASHINGTON. 


THE SOVIETS ARE NOW GETTING ready to send up recon 
naissance satellites—mechanical eyes which will watch this coun- 
try and report what they see at all hours and in all weathers. 


Such, at any rate, 


is the most reasonable reading of the 


Kremlin announcement on an oncoming series of long-range mis- 
sile shots with the target area in the mid-Pacific again. 


The new series of missile shots 
over the Pacific will not be the 
first that the Soviets have made, 
by any means. The American 
watching stations have long since 
tracked at least two and perhaps 
more Soviet long-range missile 
shots with Pacific ocean target 
areas. There has beén no offi- 
cial mention of them, because 
the American Government, as 
usual, was obligingly trying to 
keep the Kremlin’s secrets from 
the American people. 


One of these earlier shots was 
even mentioned by Nikita S. 
Khrushchev, in his menacing- 
roguish way, in the course of his 
long private conversation with 
Vice President Richard M. Nixon. 
Khrushchev génially remarked 
that something had gone alarm- 
ingly wrong with the guidance 
of the Pacific shot in question. 
With a polly twinkle, Khrush- 
chev added they had feared that 
the missile would come down on 
American soil, in Alaska. 


BUT A COMBINATION of two 
facts sets the new test series 
apart from the earlier Soviet 
Pacific shots. The first fact is 
simply the announcement itself. 
The second fact is the stated ‘So- 
viet purpose to send to the tar- 
get area a large number of So- 
viet naval vessels, in order to 
observe the results of the shots. 


The planned Soviet naval 
movement, in turn, strongly re- 
calls the great but unsuccessful 
effort of the American Air Force 
and Navy, to rescue from the 
sea one of the nose cones of the 
Discoverer series missiles. The 


motive of these efforts was sim- 
ple. The Discoverer is the first 
step on the road towards an 
American reconnaissance satel- 
lite. Its nose cone is full of 
watching apparatus. 


Although no nose cone has yet 
been recovered to give the final 
verdict, the shots of the Dis- 
coverer series have been out- 
standingly successful in every 
other way. In. this single cate- 
gory Of long-range missile and 
satellite development, in other 
words, the American effort at 


present seems to be well ahead 
of the Soviet effort. 


NOR IS THE APPARENT sue- 
cess with the Discoverer the end 
of the story. In order to cut 
weight, the Discoverer is only 
half of a reconnaissance satel 
lite. It can be launched in the 
difficult north-south orbit, . with 
no helping push from the revolv- 
ing earth, which is necessary for 
a satellite that is to watch the 
Russian land-mass, It has its 
watching apparatus, too; but i 
cannot carry the heavy extra ap- 
paratus to report what it sees, 
Already on the way after Dis- 
coverer, however, is the Midas 
satellite. Already on the way 
after Midas is the Samos satel- 
lite. And these two can both see 
and report. 

Midas is intended to give a 
precious 15 to 18 minutes of sure 
warning of a Soviet missile at- 
tack, by spotting the Soviet 
I.C.B.M.s with infra-red watch- 
ing apparatus the instant they 
rise above the earth’s insulating 
blanket of atmosphere. 

Samos, still more advanced, is 
capable of maintaining a ground 
watch. Although there is an unh- 
avoidable element of gambte in 
the scheme, the researchers and 
developers believe that Midas 
and Samos are so promising that 
an immediate investment in the 
whole weapons system is now 
justified. 

THE SUM TO BE GAMBLED 
is not astronomical — perhaps 
$200,000,000 for Midas and an- 
other $100,000,000 for Samds. 
With this much investment, the 
United States would have 4n 
“excellent chance” of possessing 
a complete, operational Midas 
watching system within 18

Leaving the Senate at 92 

Age, with its stealing steps, has never 
seemed able to catch up with Senator Theo- 
dore Francis Green of Rhode Island.

Such a system would enable bus speeds to 
be lifted from slightly better than 13 miles an 
hour at peak hours now to 35 to 40 miles an 
hour. This would cut travel time in half for 
the bus rider. And since the motorist would 
not be able to compete with that kind of 
speed—he would still be crawling along at 13 
miles an hour—rapid transit might attract 
the additional patronage it needs to hold fare 
levels steady. 

The 41.8-mile route of separated bus road- 
ways plus the downtown distribution loop 
would cost $175,000,000..

This political difficulty is compound- 
ed by the problem of dwindling dollar 


reserves. Furthermore, there are ac- 
tive Communists—a comparatively few 
—in the country. The danger is that 
the misfortune of a non-democratic 
past, dwindling dollar reserves, and 
lack of co-operation by the American 
government and people ‘may prompt 
more extreme measures and give the 
Communists the opportunity they want. 

One astute Cuban told me: “If 
America pushes us, it pushes us to the 
left.” He frankly recognized that Fidel 
Castro and others in the government 
—long on hope and ingenuity, short on 
experience in running a democracy 
and its economy — have inevitably 
made mistakes, and may be. pushed 
toward Communist hands by lack of 
support from the United States and 
by such actions as our government’s 
refusal to sell 17 jet planes to the 
Cuban government, even though we 
provided military aid to Batista and 
to the Dominican Republic, 

In this connection it is foolish for 
the United States to foster the strong 
impression in Cuba and other nations 
of Latin America that we support dic- 
tatorships rather than a wholehearted, 
if inexperienced and sometimes inept, 
effort to create a more democratic 
way of life. 


The Cuban people not only feel 
warmly toward us, but need our friend- 
ship, our understanding, our technical 
skills, and investments particularly in 
this fluid, difficult period when some 
devoted but inexperienced men are 


trying to build a stable society.

‘Wild Card’ 
Substitution 


MIAMI BEACH, Fla., Jan. 13 
(UPI)—The N.C.A.A. football 
rules committee today voted a 
more liberal substitution rule for 
1960, giving coaches freer use of 
the ‘‘wild card” substitute. 

Under the new rules, a coach 
will be permitted to send in a 
single ‘‘wild card”’ substitute at 
any time during the, game with- 
out restrictions. 

According to the 1959 rules, a 
“wild card’ substitution could 
be made only when the clock was 
stopped and provided the player 
had not used up his two charged 
entries during a single quarter. 

The 14-man committee, headed 
by Gen. Bob Neyland of Tennes- 
see, also changed the wording of 
the rule prohibiting coaching 
from the sidelines and urged 
stricter enforcement of any such 
violations by coaches. 

In the windup of their three- 
day session in the Monte Carlo 
Hotel, the committee rejected a 
proposal for an “honor system” 
that would have eliminated the 
time-consuming process of check- 
ing substitutes into a game’ by 
designated officials. 

The cOmmittee voted to keep 
the placement and width of the 
goalposts exactly the same as 
they were last year and also to 
retain the two-point conversion 
rule. No other major changes 
were made in the rules for next 
season. 

“A wild card player now can 
be substituted as many times as 
the coach chooses to put him into 
the game,”’ Neyland explained. 
This gives coaches a wider lati- 
tude. of substitution without re- 
turning to the two-platoon sys- 
tem. 

“Some coaches . undoubtedly 
will take advantage of the possi- 
bility of sending plays in to the 
quarterback after each down,” 
Neyland added. 

“At no time during our three 
days of discussion did a single 
member propose that we go back 
to two-platoon football,”” Neyland 
continued,

“Dear Dr. Molner: 


“] HAVE BEEN HARD OF HEARING for at least 14 


years in my right ear. I am an older girl and want to get

Few of us realize the importance of hearing until we 


have lost some of it. Besides loss of hearing usually creeps 
up so gradually that we just as gradually realize that it is 
happening. 


When a person recognizes that hearing is impaired, 


either in’ one ear or both, one thing I would NOT do is 
jump to conclusions about what will correct the trouble. 


There are several causes of deafness. One is 
due to infection, whether in the middle ear, inner 
ear or Eustachian tube. The infection may be in 
one ear or both. Another factor is heredity— gradual 
loss of ‘hearing sometimes runs in families. Or at 
least the tendency to that sort of trouble sometimes 
does. 


Loss of hearing may develop because of clogging of 


the passageways through which the sound must travel. Or 
it may be due to infection or injury preventing the free 
movement of the tiny moving parts which conduct the sound 
‘{nside the ear. Or, again, there may be some damage to 
the auditory nerve itself—that is, the vibrations of sound 
reach the nerve ends, but the nerve does not conduct them 
to the brain. 


Or, to go farther afield, and yet remain within the 


range of reasonable possibility, there is such a thing as 
hysterical deafness—loss or impairment of hearing because 
of emotional factors, with no physical cause adequate to 
explain what happened. This isn’t an everyday circumstance, 
but it is real, and we have to accept it as a fact. 


So now to the question that prompted today’s letter,

The use of ballad music to 
illustrate the study of ballad lit- 
erature came about six years 
ago when the Rev. Walter Ong, 
S. J., asked Mrs. Cronin to sing 
at one of his classes. So many 
people liked them that before 
she knew it, she was back on 
the women’s tea-music club cir- 
cuit again. 


Ballad singing—which the pur- 
ists separate from folk singing 
—requires both study and re- 
search. Such scholarly volumes 
as “The Traditional Tunes of 
the Child Ballads” contain as 
many as 97 tunes for one classic, 
such as “The Twa Sisters,” also 
known as “The Two Sisters,” or 
“The Cruel Stepmother.” Long 
before she sang a note for re- 
cording purposes, Betty Cronin 
delved into these collections to 
find just the right tune for the 
words used in the book, match- 
ing the rhythm patterns, 

The Rev. William Schweinher, 
S. J., who does the recordings 
for the television Sacred Heart 
Program, made the tapes for her 
and this necessitated many five- 
hour sessions to complete the 
two hours of flawless music.

Don’t Weigh Daily 


EVERYTHING from a muscle to a brain ‘atrophies and 
becomes weak unless it is exercised. What about your New 
Year's resolutions? Are you keeping them alive with action? 

New Year’s eve is sich a magic time! We feel that we 
have a new chance—that another wonderful chunk of life 
has been given to us. Somehow the slate seems to have been 
wiped clean and we can start all over again, except to keep 
in our hearts those experiences which warm them, 

But—the becticness of daily living gets us by the throat 


and ultraviolet radiation. These 
must be repelled or there may 
be serious results. 

A leaded cloth in the suit ma- 
terial may be able to absorb 
normal (for the moon) gamma 
radiations and X-rays, but a 
solar flare may vary them by a 
factor of 100,000, requiring ex- 
treme, and perhaps impossible, 
tolerances. One solution may be 
special shielding or radiation- 
proof shelters for such emer- 
gencies. 

The spacesuit can easily ab- 
sorb the ultraviolet radiations to 
be encountered, but cosmic rays 
cannot be stopped. These the 
spaceman must live with, but 
they are not as dangerous as the 
athers, 

Micrometeorites are another 
deadly enemy. A small particle, 
the size of a grain of sand, 


could strike at a speed of pos- - 


sibly 45 miles a second with the 


maximum of a few miles. 

Conceivably messages from 
one part of the moon to another 
may be relayed via earth.
